They completely overcame 
the crew by sheer force of numbers, 
and this In spite of the efferts of tae 
officers, who tried to save the womcin 
and children first. 

A group of emigrants approache!l ene 
of the ship's. boats which already was 
full, and which was about to be 
launched, and dislodged the people, kill- 
ing several with their knives. Just as 
they were about to occupy the boat 
themselves another boly of armed emi- 
grants came up, and a fierce fight for 
the possession of the lifeboat followed 
Many of the survivors brought as’ or: 
were seriously wounded and a num er 
had sustained fractured limba. Some of 
the injured subsequently died.

MARK TWAIN’S COUSIN DIES. 


Ran for Governor, Got F ew 
Votes, but Had Good Time.

TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 3.—G.° C. Clem- 
ens, a Kansas lawver and a cousin 
of Mark Twain, the humorjst. died here 
yesterday. He was taken ill , Friday 
with pneumonia and sank rapidly. . 

Mr. Clemens achieved national repu- 


tation by his clear understanding of the 
law. It has often been said of him that 
he could always pick a flaw in every 
law except those he wrote himself. He 
was much sought after by attorneys 
when the constitutionality of a law was 
to be considered. 

Mr. Clemens was a Populist and was 
one of Gov. Llilewellyn’s legal advis- 
ers during the legislative war. He 
came to Kansas in 1870 from Ohio. He 
was born in Xenia, O.. in 1849. He lefta 
wife and‘ daughter, Mrs. Grace Lemon 
of San Francisco. 

Mr. Clemens was nominated for Gov- 
ernor on the Socialist ticket in 1890. 
He said he did not get many votes, but 
he had a good time.

From Nearest Car Line and Spend Delightful Afternoon in 
Fihe Arts Building—Visitors of Poorer - Class. 


HAT St. Louisans love art and will use the enlarged Museum of Fine 

Arts, for which an endowment has been started by former Gov. Fran- 

cis, Was shown Sunday. when 6000 persons tramped a mile across the 

old World’s Fair grounds and up Art Hill to see the statuary and the pictures 
now arranged for exhibition in the Fine Arts» Building. 


The visitors of the day furnished an 
interesting study to ‘the attaches of” the 
Museuin. as did the Museum ‘itself to 
the visitors. They called it Family 
Day, because all the afternoon the halls 
of the’ building ‘were filled with little 
groups—father, mother and‘ children. 
And.often the.grandparents and uncles 
and aunts were along, too. 

Before the building opened for the 
afternoon long ‘lines’ of “visitors had’ be- 
gun to trail across the old Fait Grounds 
from the Olive and Delmar cars on 
the north and the Market and Choutea 
cars on the south. 

Piles of debris left by the World’s Fair 
wreckers and the meanderings of the 
uncovered and unbridged River des 
Peres made their tramp one of diffi- 
culty. The long lines had to wind their 
way through-.the~grounds,. at _.times 
picking their way over scattered debris 
left by the Fair wreckers, and at other 
times wading through tall, dead gTUss. 
To persons standing in the Art. Build- 
ing entrance the long lines bore a slight 
resemblance to so many caravans slow- 
ly winding across a great plain. 

A strong wind blew occasional clouds 
of dust across the grounds, and~° when 
the visitors reached the brow of Art 
Hill they were warm and dusty, and 
breathless. Hundreds of them sat down 








on the grass around the base of the 
new statue of St. Louis to rest before 
entering the Art Building. 


Many Bear Children. 
Scattered through the columns as 


they climbed the hill were men and 
women carrying children too small to 
walk. Sometimes little groups would 
stop on the incline while @ child was 
transferred from one pair of tired arms 
to another. Old persons occasionally 
dropped out of the line and sat down 
on the grass or on a pile of debris to 
rest. and then went on, determined to 
reach the top and see the pictures. 

‘Many were heard to complain  be- 
cause the street cars do not run at 
least to the old Lindell pavilion. At 
present the Olive cars leave their pas- 
sengers at De Baliviere and De Giverville 
avenues, a mile from the Art Building. 
Persons using the Page or Delmar cars 
have to walk from Delmar avenue, 
something which adds a half mile to 
their tramp, unless they wait for clay- 
ton cars, which only run every 20 
minutes. 

From the Market and Chouteau cars 
on the south it is a mile to the Art 
Building and the path lies throueh the 
woods. Plans are under consideration, 
it is said. for extending the Olive street 
line through the park to the base of 


Art Hill. 

The visitors, according to the museum 
attaches, were mostly wage earners, 
small merchants and persons of moder- 
ate means. Very few came in carriages 
or automobiles. 

The attendants had little . do to pre- 
serve order in the museum. The crowds 
passed quietly through the halls, many 
stopping in every room to sit down and 
rest while studying the pictures. 

Scores of children ran about at play 
when they tired of the pictures. Oc- 
casionally their shouts echoed through 
the halls and once in a while the erties 


rose above the hum of noise. 
Children Touch Pictures. 

Here and there a curious boy didn't 
hesitate to feel of a picture, hoping to 
find out how the artist did it. Once 
a young man, who with a young woman 
had stood for 15 minutes gazing at a 
marine picture on which the artist had 
laid his paints heavily, stepped close and 
rubbed his finger over the waves and 
then looked:as- if .to see whether the 
finger was wet: . 

There are no signs forbidding visit- 
ors to touch the pictures or statuary, 
but the attendants caution visitors 
wherevér’ they find this unwritten rule 
broken. . . 

The chief difficulty they have is with 
curjo-hunters who have chi yped tiny 
pieces off the statuary and special watch 
is now being kept to prevent this. 

Among the pictures ‘which attracted 
the most attention were several which 
have long been on exhibition in St. 
Louls at the old Museum at Nineteenth 
and. Locust. streets, unknown to the 
great majority because of the gloom in 
which they hung there. 

Placed in the splendid light of the 
Forest Park Museum, they, were @ 
revelation and admiring crowds stood 
about them. 

Two about which large crowds were 
gathered were ‘The Emigrants’ De- 
parture,” by Bdgeard_Farvym, a Bel- 
gian ,artist, and-““Mademoiselle Som- 
breull,” by Julian Story. The Farvym 
picture is a scene on the wharf at 
Antwerp, with emigrants going 
aboard a steamer and little groups 
scattered about the wharf, saying 
tearful farewells. The Story picture 
is‘a scene from the Girondin War, a 
girl defending her father in the door 
of his home from the attack of a 
mob. 

All the pictures of fight had many 
admirers, such as Frederick Reming- 
ton’s “A Dash for Timber,” and the 
water colors by Carlton T. Chapman, 
“The Wasp an the Reindeer” and 
“The Battle Squadron.” 

Others which attracted great atten- 
tion were “A Shepherdess,” by Harry 
Thompson; “Wild Geese,” by Bruno 
Lil‘efors; Verestchagin’s “The Shipka 
Pass in the Balkans,” and Julien Du- 
pre's “In Pasture.” 

Fine Water Color Exhibit. 

The annual exhibition of water col- 
ors, which is the finest ever seen In 
St. Louis, was open in the two east 
galleries of the building. In it are 
many pictures which won prizes at 
the World’s Fair. There are 124 pic- 
tures in the collection. 

The last place visited by the crowds, 
as well as the first, was the Hall of 
Secul ture. which forms the center of 
the biilding. Here. beneath the ma- 
jestic dome, is gathered what has 
been declared the finest collection of 
American sculpture in the world. 

The vast proportions of the hall and 
the splendid light, -which brings out 
every beauty of the statuary, fas- 
cinated the visitors. One boy _Wwas 
heard to remark to his father as they 
stepped into the room, “Why, papa, 
this is just like the House of God:”

WASHINGTON, Oct. &—Secretary 
Wilson has decided that what is now 
sold at the highest price in the market 
as pure lard may no longer be called 


j that. It is a compound, according to his 


ruling, and must be sold as such. 
The Government cnemists have found 


that it is composed of about @ per cent 
lard, ® per cent of beef stearin, 5 per 
cent of hog stearin, 5 per cent of peanut 
oil and 10 per cent of cotton seed oil, 
Yet to the trade and to housewives 
it has been sold as pure leaf lard, ket- 
tle rendered. It is neither pure nor ket- 
tle rendered and the packers have 
got to stop their faise pretensions, 
The word “lard” will have to be taken 
off the labels altogether, for the reason 
that unless the Government watches ev- 
evry can, even- after it g on the 
shelves of the rétailjers, fra is likely 
to be committed by a removal of « 
part of the label telling that it is a 
compound, 
Several packers have announced that 
they will put out brands of pure leaf 
lard, but that Its price will be almost 
prohibitive. approximating that ef but- 
ter. It will, however, not contain beef 


in a semi-fluid state, because steasrip 
besides being cheap, also gives the lard 
firmness.

He was arrested at the office of the 
company by Deputy United States Mar- 
Shal Paul J. Arnerich on a warrant is- 
sued by United Statés Court Commis- 
sioner Heacock, based upon the Oregon 
indictment charging him wih conspira- 
ey to defraud the United States out of 
large and valuable tracts of timber lands 
in Oregon by using dummies to take up 
the same and afterwards transferring 
them for a nominal consideration to the 
Pacific Furniture and Lumber (Co, 
which needed the timber in its business. 
Cross was taken. before United States 
Coinmissioner Heacock and released up- 
on filing a bail bond in the sum of $5000 
with R. Prager, a merchant of this city, 
and Henry Coldwater of Berkeley as his 
sureties,

OF MEAT RELEASE 


Jobbers to Do Most Labeling, 
but Must Beware of 
$10,000 Fine. 


WASHINGTON, . Oct. ‘,—Secretary 
Wilson of the Department of Agricul- 


ture found a way today to lift the em- ’ 


bargo placed by the meat inspection law 
om. several million cans ot meat «ane 
meat food products now in the hands 
of Jobbing grocers, This will release 
$2,000,000 or $3,000.00 tied up in these 
products. 

Under the Jaw not a pound of the stuff 
can be transported by the railroads un- 
ur it has been inspected and passed by 
the Government. To help matters ou, 
the Secretary inspected samples of each 
line and, when the samples were found 
ali right, hada the packers swear thie 
whole line was similar. Then he re- 
leased the goods. 

That was fine until 
wholesale grocers poured in. They re- 
ported that the railroads still refused 
to move the goods. It was evident the 
inspector could not be sent to loox over 
every can, and the Secretary decided 
that there was nothing in the law to 
prevent cach grocer aoing his own la- 
belling. So tomorrow ali will be in- 
formed that they have authority to labe, 
goods provided the Secretary has ap- 
ve the samples of that particuiar 

ne, 

ine grocer who-labels a line of goods 
that has not been sainsled wi.l be lia- 
ble to a fine of $10,000 and imprisonment 
for not more than two years. 

The Secretary has also made it pos- 
Sible for small packers to sell seve.al 
million pounds of bacon cured by ticm 
before the new law went into effest. 
This bacon was sprinkled with boe.ax. 
As this was all mght before the law 
was changed, and as holding up the 
goods would give the big packers op- 
erating under the law control of tae 
market, he released the stuff. The price 
of bacon had promised to go away up. 

The Seeretary, heeding the protests 
of Collector Stranahan at New Yo_k, 
has decided tiiat it will be all right for 
the agents of steamship lines to file 
with the Collector as part of the s. p- 
plemental manifest the certificate | re- 
quired for every shipment of meat to 
a foreign port. . 

The law says that the ship sha‘! nd* 
sail until such certificate has been § 4] 
with the Collector.

it impossible for ships to leave on thr@, 
as the certificates sent with meat that 
arrives in the night time are not re- 
ceived through the mails unt]! tre next 
day. The supplemental manifest can 
be filed up to four days after the ship 
has sailed.

Louis lawyer, died in the 100th year 
of his age at his nome, 2918 Morgan 
street, Sunday..

He cele- 
brated his 99th birthday less than 4 
month ago, Sept. 14. 

Mr. Jewett was born 
Me., during.

It has been 72 years since he was 
admitted to the bar. He practiced 
law in St. Louis from 1857 until his 
retirement 10 years ago. He was ap- 
pointed Senator from Missouri to suc- 
ceed Senator Drake, and served in 
1870 and 1871. Frank P. Blair was 
elected to succeed him. oe 

Before settling in St. Louis in 180%, 
Mr. Jewett spent the years between 
1850 and 1853 on the Chagres River, 
Isthmus of Panama, managing a 
steamboat line which he and his 
brother had established. The venture 
was not successful and he went to 
California, where he mined for two 
years. 

Te built the house in which he died 
soon ufier he settled in St. Louls. For 
12 years, from 1860, he was law part- 
ner of the late Britton A. Hill. 

He was one of the organizers of the 
Republican party in Missouri, and 
was elected to the WLegtslature in 
1866. 

A son and a daughter, FE. C. Jewett 
and Mg.

SUPREME COURT 


BEGINS SESSION 


Four Hundred Cases on Docket 
of the October 
Term. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—After a 
four-months’ vacation the Supreme 
Court of the United States convened 
today for the term of 1906-7.

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A HORSE ON SCIENCE.

The denizens 
of Bedlam are convinced that they only are rational 
beings. Visitors from beyond the gates are con- 
sidered crazy. The inhabitants of Wonderland 
thought Alice insane, or silly, to say the least. 
Every man's mind is his own world and contains its 
own order. Since no two men are alike, every man 
is more or less cracked to every other, It is a com- 
monplace that one’s neighbors are never exactly 
as they ought to be. 

John Stuart Mill was able to conceive a world in 
which 2 and 2 did not equal 4, but 5 or 7. That is 
to say, he conceived disorder as order, chaos as sys- 
tem. Only high financiers have rivaled Mill in this 
power of conception. Indeed, they have surpassed 
him, for they have, in fact, without going to an- 
other world, created something—a good deal of it— 
out of nathing, with an act of the Legislature and a 
printing press. And yet Mill and the financiers are 
not suspected of insanity. At most they are con- 
sidered irregular or eccentric.

ing. The easterner first stated his opin- 
ions of the new rules and then answered 
the soores. of questions directed at him. 
Mr. Camp’s parner was an elaborate 
affair and..covered practically every 
point in question in regard te the new 
code. It soon will be put in printed 
form and distributed broadcast over the 
Middle West; enebling these not. present 
to share in the benefits. His replies to 
the storm of questions served in a meas- 
ure to drive away much o? the fog hang- 
ing over.the: new laws of the game. 


. They Ape Perpiéexing Rales! 

There were dozens at the meeting, 
bowever, who came away more per- 
plexed than before. Perhaps only a 
small percentage received the desired 
enlightenment. The ordinary spectator 
would have thrown up his hands in 
horror att he hair-splitting intricacies, 
the hypothetical possibilities, and the 
one chance in a million play involved 
in the discussion. 

Mr. Camp, was.called upon to define 
the word ‘‘motion”’ in one rule, the dis- 
tinction between a throw and a pass, 
between diving, hurdling and stepping 
over a prostrate player, and numerous 
Other ‘infinitesimal technicalities. Most 
eft he intricacies ended in a wave of 
humorous comment. 

Walter MacCornack, formerly coach 
at Northwestern, and Everts Wrenn, the 
noted Eastern official, engaged in a 
tilt over the distance a player should 
be allowed to have his hands in front 
of him in charging. Wallie finally tossed 
up the sponge with the jest, “about six 
inches and a half.”’ 

Even Camp Is Puzzled. 

Most trouble found with the rules was 
a.lack of clarity. Nearly every. one of 
the 26 rules was discussed, and Mr. 
Camp often confessed his inability to 
decide in certain instances. Several 
points brought out, he declared, would 
have to be -left to the personal inter- 
pretation of the officials of the games. 

Rule 2, paragraph C, whith has caused 
much confusion in the east, was the 
stumbling block yesterday. The rule is 
called the “rush line rule for the team 
off the offense."’ It reads as follows: 

When the ball is put in play at lIcast 
six players of the side holding the ball 
must be on the line of scrimmage. If 
only six players are on tfe line of 
scrimmage, one player of those not on 
the line of scrimmage must stand with 
both feet outside the outside foot of the 
player on the end, of the line. 

No player of those Ordinarily occupy- 
ing the position of center, guard, or 
tackle—that is, the five middle players 
of the line—may drop back from the 
line of scrimmage on the offense unless 
he is at least five vards back of the 
line of scrimmage when the ball is put 
in play, and another player of those 
ordinarily behind the line of serimmage 
takes his place onthe line of scrim- 
mage.

Charges That May Be Made. 


It has been argued by several prom- 


inent authorities of the game that 
there may be certain shifts under this 
rule. Mr. Camp’s interpretation of 
the rule was as follows: 


“The referee should note the men in 
the line occupying the positions of 
center, guard and tackle and see that 
no one of these is dropped back from 
the line of scrimmage on the offense 
unless he goes, at least five yards 
back. This rule is intended to pro: 
vide against dropping linemen baek 
to run or interfere and yet at the 
same time to admit of one of these 
nen coming back in order to kick the 
ball.if he ws the punter of the team. 

“If any man who has been playing 
“ny one of these three positions is 
taken back into the back field less 
than five yards the safe plan for the 
referee would be-to stop the play and 
ask the captain whether the change 
is permanent and whether this line- 
inan Will continue in the game 4s 
Diaying in the back field and the man 
Who has gone up into the line of 
scriminage:is to play on the line.
